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1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not disclose or suggest a method for making a golf club head as claimed, including 
the steps of forming a metal base and face by casting and forming a tubular neck by 
forging such that a cavity is defined between the base and face, spraying aluminum 
oxide onto and around the outer edge of the cavity, attaching a multiple carbon-fiber 
layer cover to cover the cavity, and attaching the cover to the body in a hot-pressing 
mold process to form the golf club head.
